8. (Currently Amended) The device of claim 12 6, wherein the clasps are generally C- 
shaped, semi-rigid clasps, whereby the gardening tool handle engages the clasps by a snap 
connection.

I I . (Currently Amended) The device of claim 12 6, wherein the at least one gardening tool 
head and the gardening tool handle are designed to engage and disengage via a locking pin 
connection. 

12. (Currently Amended) A storage and transport device for garden tools comprising: 
a case body constructed of a generally rigid material; 

an inner portion adapted to hold at least one gardening hand tool, at least one gardening 
implement, and at least one gardening tool head; 

a set of clasps associated with the case bod y, a first clasp of the set positioned adjacent a 
first end of the case bodv and a second clasp of the set positioned adjacent a second end of the 
case bodv : and 

an elongated a gardening tool handle designed to extend between and engage and 
disengage with the clasps and used to carry the case body, wherein the at least one gardening tool 
head is designed to be mounted selectively on the gardening tool handle. 
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13. (Original) The device of claim 12, whereby the clasps extend outward from the edges of 
two case halves joined at a hinge and forming the case body and the gardening tool handle passes 
through at least one clasp and has a releasable attachment in at least one other clasp. 

14. (Currently Amended) The device of claim 12 , whereby the clasps extend outward from 
the edges of two case halves joined at a hinge and forming the case body and th e gardening tool 
handle pass e s through at l e ast on e clasp and ha s a r e l e asabl e attachm e nt to at l e ast on e oth e r 
clasp, wher e in th e roloasabl e attachm e nt is th e same as used for mounting th e at l e ast on e 
gardening tool h e ad . 

15. (Currently Amended) The device of claim 12, whereby the clasps comprise opposed, 
interleaved clasps extending outwardly ext e nd out\\^ard from two case halves joined at a hinge 
and forming the case body and th e gard e ning tool handle pass e s through at lea s t on e clasp and 
has a r e l e asable attachment to at least on e oth e r clasp, wh e r e in the rel e asabl e attachm e nt is th e 
some OS us e d for momiting th e at l e ast on e gard e ning tool h e ad . 

16. (Canceled) 

17. (Original) The device of claim 12 wherein the inner portion is constructed of a porous, 
protectively coated material, the iimer portion located inside the case body. 

18. (Original) The device of claim 12 wherein the iimer portion is constructed of a porous, 
oil coated material, the inner portion located inside the case body. 

19. (Original) The device of claim 12 wherein the inner portion is constructed of a porous, 
material carrying rust protectant, the inner portion located inside the case body. 

20. (Original) The device of claim 12 wherein the irmer portion is constructed of a material 
impregnated with oil, the irmer portion located inside the case body. 
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21. (New) The device of claim 12, whereby the clasps comprise opposed, interleaved clasps 
extending inwardly from two case halves joined at a hinge and forming the case body. 

22. (New) The device of claim 12, wherein the tool handle is comprised of two telescoping 
sections. 

23. (New) The device of claim 12, wherein the inner portion is molded plastic with holding 
portions shaped to hold one or more items selected from the group comprising gardening hand 
tools, gardening implements, gardening tool heads and the tool handle for operable connection to 
tool heads. 

24. (New) The device of claim 12, wherein the inner portion is resilient foam with holding 
portions shaped to hold one or more items selected from the group comprising gardening hand 
tools, gardening implements, gardening tool heads and the tool handle for operable connection to 
tool heads. 

25. (New) A storage and transport device for garden tools comprising: 
a case body constructed of a generally rigid material; 

an iimer portion adapted to hold at least one gardening hand tool, at least one gardening 
implement, and at least one gardening tool head; 

a set of clasps associated with the case body, the clasps extending outwardly from the 
edges of two case halves joined at a hinge and forming the case body; and 

a gardening tool handle designed to engage and disengage with the clasps and used to 
carry the case body, wherein the at least one gardening tool head is designed to be mounted 
selectively on the gardening tool handle, the gardening tool handle passing through at least one 
clasp and having a releasable attachment to at least one other clasp, wherein the releasable 
attachment is the same as used for mounting the at least one gardening tool head. 

26. (New) A storage and transport device for garden tools comprising: 
a case body constructed of a generally rigid material; 
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an inner portion adapted to hold at least one gardening hand tool, at least one gardening 
implement, and at least one gardening tool head; 

a set of clasps associated with the case body, the clasps comprising opposed, interleaved 
clasps extending outwardly from the two case halves joined at a hinge and forming the case 
body; and 

a gardening tool handle designed to engage and disengage with the clasps and used to 
carry the case body, wherein the at least one gardening tool head is designed to be mounted 
selectively on the gardening tool handle, the gardening tool handle passing through at least one 
clasp and having a releasable attachment to at least one other clasp wherein the releasable 
attachment is the same as sued for mounting the at least one gardening tool head. 

27. (New) The device of claim 26, whereby the releasable attachment is a threaded 
connection used to attach to the at least one gardening tool head. 

28. (New) The device of claim 26, wherein the inner portion is constructed of a porous, 
protectively coated material, the inner portion located inside the case body. 

29. (New) The device of claim 26, wherein the tool handle is comprised of two telescoping 
sections. 

30. (New) The device of claim 26, wherein the inner portion is molded plastic with holding 
portions shaped to hold one or more items selected from the group comprising gardening hand 
tools, gardening implements, gardening tool heads and the tool handle for operable connection to 
tool heads. 

3 1 . (New) The device of claim 26, wherein the irmer portion is resilient foam with holding 
portions shaped to hold one or more items selected from the group comprising gardening hand 
tools, gardening implements, gardening tool heads and the tool handle for operable connection to 
tool heads. 
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
